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Responsible Government. 

Notwithstanding the occasional snceri 
leveled at tho ' Yalo Con-rention,' it is 
questionable whether popular sentiment 
has been more fully or more truly rep- 
resented by any assembly sinoo tho 
union of these colonies; and it is inter- 
esting to mark to what extent the re- 
sult of its doliborations must form tho 



, , e , „ ;„„ ntlf i hnw namn of tho co!onics, wnitod npon tho 
groundwork of a larger union, and how ™ and 



far some of thoso who scoffed at its 
proceedings may find thomselvos ac- 
cepting many of its conclusions! Iu bc 
iar as the subject of responsible govern, 
ment is concerned, we venture to think 
that the Convention spoke universal 
sentiment ; and, as there is too much 
reason to fear that tho recovery of that 
long lost birthright is about to cost a 
struggle, it may not bo amiss to rofrosh 
the memory of tho public as to what tho 
Convention did place on rocord there 
anent. Wo find tho very first articlo 
of political faith commencing with tho 
axiom ' That all Governments should 
exist by tho free and just consent of the 
governed ; and that the Government that 
does not exist by tho freo and just con 
sent of tho governed is a despotism. 
Passing to Articlo IV, wo find iho pro 
position « That the pooplo of British Co 
lumbia desiro Representative Institu 
tions with Responsible Govornroont, 
and have tho capacity to work those 
institutions successfully in tho interests 
of tho Colony ; and that any represent 
ationB that have been or that may be 
made to tho contrary in England or 
elsewhere, would noither be in accord- 
ance with faots nor the views of tho 
peoplo of thin Colony, tho pooplo being 
the best judges of their own affairs.' 
Has this ever been successfully contro- 
verted? Doubtless tho colonists have 
been represented in official dispatches 
as wanting in capacity for Kelf-govorn>- 
meat, as not being tha best judges of 
their own affairs — that pooplo residing in 
London, and in many instances ignorant 
of even tho whereabouts of tho colony, 
really know best what is for our good ; 
but all that forms no roply to a political 
dogma which we take to bo unassailable. 
Ar'tiole V boldly and truthfully as- 
serts * That tho establishment of Re» 
presontativo Institutions without the 
simultaneous inauguration of Respon- 
sible Government would bo only a par- 
tial and very imperfect remedy for the 
evils produced by the present form of 
government; and that unless tho Gov- 
ernor were required to govern in ac 
oordance with tho advico and concent 
ei an Executive Council holding soats 
in the Legislature and commanding the 
confidence aud support of a majority 
of the representatives of tho peoplo, 
there would nevor bo that degroe of 
harmony between tho Executire and 
the representatives of the peoplo that 
is essential to the successful working cf 
the Government and tho rational con 
tentment of the country.' Wo have 
yet to meet tho man, outsido of official 
circles, possessed of either the wish or 
the courage to call in question one of 
these propositions. Indeed, the reader 
has not to look beyond tho history of 
Vancouver Island as a separate colony 
for a most striking illustration of tho 
trath of Articlo V. Tho Rppr<, UO nta» 
tive Assembly of ib»t poriod was ren- 
dered utterly powerloss for good in too 
many instances by the intervention of 
another body in no way responsible to 
the people; and it was only whon tho 
Assembly Happened to act in harmony 
with the views and predilections of irN 
responsible appointees that it was per- 
mitted to do anything — a oircumstance 
of Buch rare occurrence as to bring tho 
whole system into ridiculo and con- 
tcmpV and tho oondition thus eupor- 
induoed was Beizod upon with singular 
avidity by thoso in power, as an argu- 
ment to convince tho homo authorities 
of the unripeness of British Columbia 
for self-government, Is that political 
farce to be reproduced under Confedera- 
tion ? If so, wo must warn tho Govern- 
ment of tho consequences. The colonists 
are not in a mood raoro favorable to a 
deprivation of what they woll know to 
be their political rights tcday thau 
they wore six years ago; nor will 
they be at all more submissive to 
official dictum, Thero is less reason 
lor withholding responsible government 
under Confederation than existed for- 
merly, because tho lurger and more 
diffioult questions will bo doals with at 
Ottawa. It is well that tho Governor 
should distinctly understand that one 
of the chief reasons why tho colonists 
have desired union with Canada has 
been bocause thoy rogardod tho enjoy, 
ment rii self "government as one of the 
immediate and inevitable rosults of iiuch 
a union, and that no political change 
can be acceptablo to tho country which 
does not bring with it that constitution- 
al right. Nothing but the possession 
cf tho fullest powers of self-govern- 
ment could over havo preserved tho 
Eastorn Provinces to tho British Crown; 
and nothing short of tho immediate re- 
storation of political rights to tboao 
hardy, self-reliant ami advonturous BrU 
tons who have ostablishod a colony in 
tho Great Woat can bo contemplated 
■with any degroe of safety. Politioal 
alavery is bud enough in miy case ; but 
itean hardly oxint undor tho vary nose 
ot liberty ! Wo hope the Governor will 
*hink long and eoriously bul'oro making 
aimBolf a party to so dangorous an ex- 
j.orimont. 



Lord Granville on the Colonies^ 

Like others occupying public posi- 
tions, Lord Granvillo is experiencing 
tho too common annoyance of having 
one's utterancos misconstrued So much 
has been Baid and written upon what 
has boon flllogod to bo his lordship's 
viows auout the relations subsisting bo- 
tween the Imperial and tho Colonial 
Empires that it may be worth while to 
reproduce hero an extract of what was 
said to tho deputation, who, in tho 



Secretary of State in Decomber; and 
wo are disposed to think that a careful 
peruBal of tho words will lead to conclu- 
sions very different from those arrived 
at by tho London Times. After reply- 
ing to tho various points prosented by 
tho gentlemen composing the deputa- 
tion, Lord Granvillo (wa quoto from tho 
Times of 17th Dec.) took occasion to say 
'It has been stated that I have esproaaod 
a wish that England should bo separated 
from her colonies. Sir Goorga Grey, who 
lias taken an aoiivo part in tbijj matter, and 
whom J regret Dot to Bee here to-day, is rc 
ported t o havo asked whether it was toler 
able that a Minister silting quietly in his 
room at tho Colonial-oQice should tell the 
colonies that they wen at liberty to separate 
from Knglund. I presume this atatomont 
was based on an extract from a letter road 
by Mr Wilson at a meeting in whioh bis 
correspondent, after describing a conversa' 
tion with me, Btated that I had in edeot 
said that separation was n matter more lor 
tha consideration ol the colonies than for 
that of England, and that il the ooloniea 
thought it -woo (or their good they had better 
ge. Tho writer ot ma letter in question 
called upon me srma weeks ago with a note 
of introduolion. He was gentlemanlike, in- 
telligent, and pleasing in manner, but had 
probably not been much used to reporting 
business disousbion?. lie repeated to mo 
one by ono most ol tho criticisms which 
have been circulutsd on me and the New 
Zealand policy of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment. I answered each point as best 
could, and may add that I seldom mot with 
a rejoinder. At latt he threatened mo with 
separation and annexation to the United 
States, I replied by declining oven to ditcuia 
such a mattor, adding, however, somewhat 
inconsistently, that I was curious to know 
what was tbo praoiicul object of any coloniBt 
who ooleitaiuod such an idea. Did he 
cxpeot the States would send an army to 
conquer the Muories for hiin ? He answeted, 
no ; they would not send an army, but would 
send a band of lillibustera and cutthroats 
who would be ten limos worse than tho 
MaorieB. I could not resist observing that 
tha practical object then would be to obtain 
a substitute leu times worre than the only 
grievance of which New Z;a!and had to 
complain. I do not remember sayiog one 
word more on this question of separation. 
What I did eay does not appear to be dis- 
respectful to tho grout colony of Now Zea- 
land, uncivil to tho colonist who volunteered 
privately to oalechiso me, or iatolerable 
even from a Minister Bitting quietly iu his 
office room. Anyouewho has observed the 
astounding progress of some of tbo coleciet 
during the list 20 years in wealth, popula- 
tion, statesmanship and intelligence, in 
everything whioh constitutes a great com. 
munity, must feel it difficult to proph:sy as 
to the future. I should be exceedingly sony 
to eee England deptived of all her colonies, 
but this country will never attempt to retain 
them by brute force, but I believe, however, 
that the hoods which unite us, though slen- 
der, are elastic aud much stronger thau 
some suppose,' *

Meantime the Imporial 
Government hclds the Hudson Buy Compaoy 
responiiblo for the tumult at Red River 
They will have to bear all the loss wiihout 
uny claim to bo paid by Canada. It is 
ported that the Cabinet had received cable 
dispatches from E*rl Granville ordering 
troops and Canadian volunteers to Red 
River. They are expected to reach tcore by 
the 1st July next. 

Montreal, Feb 2— Bishop Taoho of Red 
River has arrived fri.ra Rome and will leave 
immediately to arrange mattera. 

— Tbecnstom of putting one 
wall paper over another till a thiekutss ol an 
eighth of, an inch or more is accumulated ia 
too oommoo and is attended wiib the worst 
consequences This, ns ascertained by the 
London Z,anc«^, wss the cause of the puzzlr g 
ofiensive smell at Ktiightsbtidge Barracks, 
London, that recently threatened the whole 
establishment with fever. The examina- 
tion of the drains and taking up of ibo floors 
revealed nothing whila the introduction of 
increased means ol ventilation left the evil 
as it was. At Un\ an examination was 
made ol tho wail papering, when ii was 
found that ono paper was pasted over an- 
other till a thickness was aooumuUted 
amounting in one ca*o to fourteen layem. 
Botwecn thoso layers there was rotton paste 
in whioh fungi and even maggots germinated, 
and Ibo wall being hollow the stench spread 
into tho passage and over tho cBtabliihmout. 

Tiibrk is but very little cultivation in the 
valley of the Yoscmito. One enterprising 
man baa planted n spot with vegetables, and 
pear, applo, plum, and peach trees. Where 
be finds a market lor their produce it is hard 
to say.unfess, as is probable, he relies upon 
selling to visitors what ho cannot eat. His 
orchard has no fence, and he himself was not 
to be tound when we paid it a visit. Outside 
a littlo hut, however, close by, was a paper 
with the lollowiog notice :— 'Anyone help- 
ing himsoll to a mesa of (rait Irom my patoh 
will pleas pal 2 Bits through a holu in my 
door and oblino J C Lemon.' We helped 
ourselves liberally to poaches and apples, 
and complied with hi; request, adding a little 
more for the pocketluls we took away.

Ancient Holiday Times in England. 

In looking through act old volume of tba 
Penny Magazine wo find some interesting 
facts concerning domestic life in the baron- 
times ol England. When reading old 
romances we are apt to be antonisbsd at the 
lavish expenditure and prodigality displayed 
in tho Middle Ages, not thinking of the rea- 
son that made such profusion necessary. 
During the feudal ages each great land- 
owner was a sort of independent chief, and 
kept a little army of his own for tho defence 
of bis estate. It consisted of persons living 
bis esiale, who in those days weto little 
else than serfs and paid their root ia produce 
or personal service. Money was very scarce, 
so that the great landowner, Borrounded 
with every olher necessary of life, had but 
littlo eash. Tho e being no rnilioads and 
hardly any other means of communication, 
the productions of each great estate were 
consumed at homo, and this acoouols for 
the lavish hospitality of the olden limes We 
read of ono great lord who maintained & 
bousohold of three hundred persons and 
wrote an irrploriog letter to borrow twenty 
pounds in money, fot which he offered to 
pledge hia knighthood. 

In 1507 tho Duke of Buckingham gave a 
ChiisimasNlinner on tbe following rnugniti- 
oent scale — Two hundred and nitiely-fonr 
persona dined with him. Thirty-six toutids 
ot beef weio on the table, and six hundred 
and sevouty eight loaves ol btead were dealt 
out from the pantry, to.'Other witb wine and 
ale in oortesponding abundance. What do 
you think of thai for a Christinas dinner] 

Dbsperath Suiciding in Paris. — A 
shocking trugedy has just taken place in 
Paris. A widow lidy in easy ciroumstancos 
resided with hei duughter aged 20, in tier 
own housn opposito the Theatto da Cluny. 
Shu bad for some limo pnst Bhown signs ol 
mental derangement, and IrcquonTy com- 
plained thut sho hoard strange noises ubout 
her houd, and imagined she wss followed by 
soldiers or police spie?. Tho young woman 
appears also to have been of very narrow 
intelligence, and completely under tho influ- 
ence of her molher. A few evenings ago 
the plder Inly resolved to commit suicide — 
and induced nor daughter to consent to die 
with bur. They fust wrote elte s announc- 
ing their detetrnina'iou, which were after- 
wards found on Ibo table, with the will of 
ihe mother ; they next lighted a pan ol char- 
coal, but as death did not come quickly 
enough, they dratk some bleaobing fluid 
used by washerwomen, In whioh they dis- 
solved phosphorous scraped from lueifer 
matches. Even this pnison did not produce 
any immediate reeult, and the moihcr then 
look the curtain rope and strangled her 
daughter. Sho thee lighted more charcoal, 
bul without success, and at lerglh went 
down stiiis and told tho house portei's wifo 
to corno up for a moment. The police were 
.cut for and Ihe mother, on being qao-tion- 
ed, qoietly gave overy detail ol the horrible 
drama, but wiihout asaiguing any in' lire for 
tbe attempted suicide. Sho is detained ia 
ou9tody awaiting a medical oxamiuation as 
lo hor sanity. — London News. 

Arctic Whaling.— The Honolu'u Com- 
mental Adotrliser says some ol the oldest 
and most experienced whalemen pied ici that 
whaliug in tho Arctic will not pay mure than 
three or our seasons longer. They say that 
tbe past season they never met wiih an old 
fashion d how. head of earlier days lhal used 
to stow down (rom 200 to 300 barrels, but 
that the present voyage will not exceed eighty 
barrels apiooe— youog whules. Where are 
the big one*? The answor is, killed off 
long ago, and the oil and bone taken lo Now 
Bedford. Should the great Polar Sua ba 
reached, about which there ia so much said, 
it may be that there will bo lound the last 
teaoit of t ha poor bow-head — bis so lar sale 
retreat from the lance of the insatiate whale- 
man. Walrna appearod plontiful ibis season, 
and io tho earlisr part, before tbe whales 
made their appoarance, a number of ships 
made a busiutss of taking them lor their oil 
They make, on an average, twenty-live gal- 
lons each, and the tusks are worth about 
twenlj-Qve cents per pound Polar bears 
are scon pr. tty often, and quite a nimber 
killed for their skins — the only available 
thing about them.

constiuctiog radways io Ibis country, and at 
a cost lar below that which an English en- 
gineer would consider poS'ible. India Is yet 
in wanlol thousinda of uvles of railway, 
and if, by Lord Mayo' a oxperimeot, they 
can bo mado cheaply, the benefit will be 
great lo all concerned, including English 
engineer)', who may perhaps learn a useful 
lesson therefrom, and lay down cheap raiU 
wayB in Australia. By the wuy, Auetrclia 
is seeking to develop a trade in another 
kind of livestock n* well as sheep and oxen, 
and has ofloted to supply Ihe Indian Gov 
ernmeut with all the horses requited for tbeii 
army at 325 in gold each.
